beginning to consider the question 
of their eligibility. Several other candidates 
to legislative honors had better consider 
this question before November 2. 
It will probably surprise even the 
gentiemen most interested to know that 
out of the forty-two nominees forthe State 
Legisiature on the Republican, Demo- 
cratic or Labor ticket, as far as 
can be learned by careful examination 
of the tax-books only eighteen are eligible to 
membership. The law of Missouri makes the 
following restrictions on eligibility to legisla- 
tive office: 

Chapter 124, Section 6,233.—No person shall 
be a Senator who shall not have attained the 
age of 20 years; who shall not be a male citizen 
of the United States; who = shall not 
have been a qualified voter 
of this State three years and an inhabitant of 
the district which he may be chosen to repre- 
sent one year next before the day 
of his election if such district shall 
have been as long established, butif not then 
of the district or districts from which the same 
shall have been taken and who shall not have 
paid a State and county tax within one year next 
preceding his election. 

Section 6,234. No person shall be a member 
of the House of Representatives, who shall 
not have attained the age of twenty-four 
vears, who shall not be a male 
citizen of the United States, who shall 
not have been a qualified voterof this State 
two years and an inhabitant of the county or 
district which he may be chosen to represent, 
one year nest before the day of his election, 
if such county. or district shall have 
been established, but if not, then of the 
county or district front which the sante shall 
bave been taken, und who shall not have paid a 
State and County tax within one year next pre- 
ceding his election. 

Under this law the nominee for legislative 
office must have paid taxes between the 
294 day of November, 188, and _ the 
2d day of November, 1585, or his 
election will not be valid. A Post-DISPATCH 
reporter examined the tax list for 1836 this 
morning with the following result: 

THE ELIGIBLES, 

On the Democratic ticket the three candi- 
dates for the Senatorship are al 
assessed.

Fletcher pays on $5,000 real and $520 personal 
property; H. Feuerbach of the Third District 
pays on $25,000 real and $650 personal prop- 
erty; R. E. Lee pays on $110 personal prop- 
erty. 
Of the nominees on the labor ticket, M. D. 
Shaw, acandidate forthe Lower House from 
the Second District pays on $180 personal 
property; Jas.

THE INELIGIBLES.

They are not 
real estate holders and if they should come to 
the Assessor’s office to-morrow and ask the 
privilege of making 4 return on per- 
sonal property they would be told that 
the assessments for 1886 were closed and that 
they could only get their names on tne As- 
sessor’s books for 1887. As the taxes 
for 1887 are not due before January l, 
these gentlemen would be denied the priv- 
ilege of paying taxes prior to election day 
and would consequently be classed with those 
ineligible to office under the laws of the 
State of Missouri.

A LOOP-HOLE, 

Another loop-hole is pointed out by Geo. 
Castleman, one ofthe Democratic nominees 
for the Senate. Mr. Castleman when asked 
fora construction of the lawthis morning 
said: ‘‘In my opinion any man who had paid 
taxes between November 2, 1885, and the day 
of election on whatever property, personal or 
real, provided it was his own, would be 
eligible on that score at least to 
membership in the Legislature. Whether the 
taxes were for 1882 or 1886, if they were paid 
since November 2, 1885, the act of payment 
after that date would fulfill the requirements 
of the law.’’ 

‘*Then any candidate whose taxes are delin- 
quent from 1880, or any other particular 
year to the present day, could pay 
the taxes for the first year of the 
delinquency and thus render himself eligible, 
though stilla delinquent?’’ 

**That is my understanding of the law. A man 
could purchase real estate on which the taxes 
were delinquent and having it transferrea to 
him, could pay the delinquent taxes on it 
for a year and render himself eligible 
to office. The tax receipt might be made out 
in the name of the former owner of the 
property, but as longas it could be proven that 
the property belonged to the candidate and that 
he had paid the money for taxes, the require- 
ments of the law would be satisfied. The law 
isavery loose one—about as loose as it could 
possibly be.’’ 

Mr. Castleman is not affected by the law be- 
cause he is a tax-payer. His interpreta- 
tion of the law is, therefore, 
unbiased. It is supported by the 
opinion of other good attorneys. According 
to it some of these intelligent gentlemen who 
stand on the delinquent list for 
former years may render’ themselves 
eligible atasmall expense. Others who can 
purchase delinquent real estate can make 
themselves solid with the great State 
of Missouri. The candidate who  fig- 
ures in the PosT - DISPATCH list 
of ineligibles and who neglects these formali- 
ties before November2 might as weil throw 
up his hand at the polls. He will never 
take his seat in the Missouri Legislature.

THE EPISCOPAL CONVENTION, 


The Sixth Day’s Session—An Assistant to 
Bishop Whipple. 


CHICAGO, October 12.—The House of Depu- 
ties of the Protestant Episcopal Church began 
its sixth day’s session at 9 o’clock this 
forenoon. Prayer was offered by the 
Rev. Dr. Knight of Central Pennsylva- 
nia, and the benediction was pronounced 
by Dr. Elliott, Bishop of Western Texas. 


The Committee on Consecration of Bishops 
reported in favor of the consecration of Rev. 
Mahlon Norris Gilbert as Assistant Bishop of 
Minnesota. Rev. Dr. Franklin of New Jersey 
said that while he had no serious objection to 
the election of the Assistant Bishop, there was 
one thing that had not been vomplied with. 
There was sufficient evidence that Bishop 
Whipple would be able to perform his duties 
if he had sufficient rest for part of the year. 
The point was raised that the oye of the 
consecration of a bishop should be heid with 
closed doors. The matter was accordingly 
referred back to the committee. 

The Committee en Canons submitted a re- 
port authorizing the diocese of Northern New 
Jersey to change its name to that of Newark. 
The report recommended that no chureh 
edifice should be consecrated while any 
debt or money lien rested upon it 
anyway. The committee also asked that the 
question of the consecration of colored peo- 
petothe Episcopacy should be referred to 
the Committee on Constitution. After consid- 
erable discussion the report was placed on the 
calendar. 

A messenger from the House of Bishops re- 
—— that the bishops had decided, the 

ouse of Deputies concurring, that there is no 
obstacle to con- 
sideration and adoption of the  sev- 
eral additions and alterations in the 
Book of Oommon Prayer, proposed to the 
General Convention of 1883, A similar report 
was presented on behalf of the joint Commit- 
tee on Liturgical Revision of the House of 
Deputies. Referred to the Committee on Uon- 
stitutional amendments. 

Rev. Dr. Hofiman of New York presented a 
report of the juint committee on the spiritual 
career of emigrants, and after reviewing the 
question at great length, the report recom- 
mended that a joint committee of both houses 
be avpointed to consult withthe authorities 
of the churches of England, Scotland, and 
Ireland, andthe Church of England in Can- 
ada, for joint action of all the branches of the 
Church for the reception aad spiritual care of 
emigrants. Adopted. 

Rev. Dr. Benjamin Franklin of New Jersey, 
read the unanimous report of the joint Com- 
mitte on Marriage and Divorce, appointed at 
the general Convention of 1883. The report 
was of unusual length, and considered all the 
causes suilicient in the various State laws, for 
the granting ofdivorce. The reportembodied 
a new canon, which contained several 
stringent modifications of the existing canon 
on marriage and divorce. The proposed new 
canon provides that no mariijiage of any 
person under 18 years of age shall be sol- 
emnized unless the parent or guardian be 

resent or has given written consent; that at 
east two witnesses knowing the contracting 
parties be present; that divorce can only be 
recognized or granted on the ground 
of adultery, the guilty person being 
forbidden to again marry during the life-time 
of the person from whom he or she was di- 
vorced. 

The proposed canon forbids the remar- 
riage of divorced persons under certain cir- 
cumstances, and provides for penalties to be 
imposed on the clergy for any non-observance 
of the strict letter of the canon.

The Assembly at 1p. m. adjourned 
until to-morrow morning. Thisafternoon and 
evening the committees will continue the work 
on tne resolution, etc., waiting presentation 
to the Assembly.

WONDERFUL WEATHER. 


October’s Lofty Mean—The Month’s Normal 
Surpassed—Previous Records. 


The present fine weather over all the coun- 
try has given weather prophets a black 
eye, and even Rev. Ira R. Hicks’ 
friends are wondering what has 


become of his first October danger period set 
for the ‘‘7th to the 18th.’’ The past week bas 
been unusually tree from atmospheric dis- 
turbances, only an occasional rain- 
storm being reported here and there. 
There has been no rain in St. Louls since 
Wednesday, September 29—two weeks to-day— 
but the unusual feature is the high October 
temperature. The normal for the month 
is only 57.7, but so far this | 
month the mean is 64.2, which | 
ishigher than any other October mean, the 
nearest being 62.8 in 1884. The highest this 
month was 80.38 deg., which was on last Sun- 
day, but it has been much higher in previous 
October, in 1879 90 deg. having been recorded 
twice in the month. 

A continuance of the pleasant weather is 
looked tor, but in the Northwest, at St. Vin- 
cent, Minn., the mercury got as low as 24 deg. 
this morning.

Sol Rosenstein & Co., Charleston, Mo., write 
Connor Bros. that farmers are now —s in 
inquiring for prices on corn, and this firm 
wishes to know what they can offer ‘‘for dry 
new corn, dry enough to stand inspection.’’ 
There is no doubt but that the spiendid weather 
ot the past few weeks has put the corn crop 
into elegant shape, the sun drying the corn 
out thoroughly. Sun-dried corn is naturally 
drier and more perfectly cured than frost- 
hardened.——Late advices from the Continent 
are that American wheat is going into con 
sumption as soon as it arrives, instead of into 
store as usual, and that the Continent will 
soon be a steady and large buyer of our 
wheat, which it must have to mix with its own 
crop.——Quite a number of commission houses 
were seen to-day regarding their country ad- 
vices on winter wheat sowing this fall. The 
uniform report was that, as the 
weather had been exceptionally favorable 
the crop had all gone into the ground in good 
shape. Some sections of Missouri'and Kansas 
reported a less acreage sown, but the general 
report showed —. as much sown as last 
year, and Southern Illinois gives an increased 
acreage. There issome complaint that the 
weather istoo warm, keeping alive the bugs 
that infest the ground, and farmers are now 
raying foragood hard freeze.——Several New 
fork flour dealers, who spent September 
among the millers of the West and Northwest 
who havethe best meansof anyone for cor- 
rect information, — they believe the receipts 
of spring wheat will continue large enough 
until November 1, and that afterwards they 
will falloff as suddenly as did winter wheat 
receipts after the first rush was over. They 
say the farmers, fearing their experience of 
three years in holding the bulk of their crops 
on declining markets, have been as great 
bears on wheat this year as the speculators 
have been, and rushed a much larger percent- 
age of their crop forward earlier than usual. 
Hence, when receipts do fall off 
they will drop to stay, and that 
from that time the amount in sight will 
continue to decrease until next crop. 
——-Advices from Chicago were that Moses 
Fraiey was trying hard to bull wheat this 
forenoon, and that scalpers and room 
traders were helping him. The ‘‘Little 
Giant of the Pit’’ is supposed to be 
long a big line.——With all the diffi- 
culties St. Louis is laboring under just now, 
such as a low river, so that half loads can only 
be taken, and high freights by river and ccean 
to Europe, yet this market is selling corn for 
export right along. Our prices, too, are really 
hizher than Chicago’s, considering the freight 
differential, yet we hear of little corn movin 
from that market for export.——It is believed

REVERSING ON DOCKERY. 

The Republicans are relying on the wool 
tariff question to alienate the farmers of 
the Third District from Mr. DOCKERy, but 
will probably be disappointed. As the 
reduction of the tariff on wool was the work 
of a Congress Republican in both Houses, 
and was approved by a Republican Presi- 
dent and Secretary of the Treasury, the 
attempt by a Republican candidate to 
make capital out of the refusal] of a Dem- 
ocratic House to restore the former tariff 
rate is rather too diaphanous a net to 
catch many votes in. 

And besides, Mr. DOCKERY can show 
from established facts and from the testi- 
mony of wool manufacturers that the ad- 
mission of certain foreign wools which 
we do not produce is not only 
beneficial to our home manufacturers, but 
enables them to mix with the foreign 
wools and thus use large quantities of 
American wool in the manufacture of 
fabrics which cannot be made wholly of 
American wool. The former wool tariff 
actually created and maintained an 
American market for foreign woolen fab- 
rics made wholly of foreign wool, which 
might have been displaced by American- 
made fabrics composed largely of Ameri- 
can wool. 

Moreover, Mr. DOCKERY will probably 
show the farmers that the tariff reduction 
had no more to do with the fall in the 
price of wool than with the recent rise in 
the price of wool, or with the fall in the 
price of wheat and everything else. If 
the old tariff rate had been restored that 
restoration would have been credited by 
the tariff cranks with the recent jump 
of wool from 19% to 21% cents per 
pound. But, asthe old rate was not re- 
stored, we must credit this rise, as well as 
the preceding low rate, to something be- 
sides the tariff. While the price of wool 
in this country has risen but 20 per cent 
since March, the price in Europe has gone 
up 50 per cent in thesame timein countries 
where trade and industry are not crippled 
by monopoly tariffs.

Tobacco Started in England, 


From the London Standard. 
The attempt to grow tobacco in this country 


cases andinthe Police Board case, and | 


which has been made by Messrs. Carter, the 
great seed merchants, on a farm at Plaistow, 
in Kent, has so far proved a marked success. 
The crop, which covers an acre of ground, is 
now being harvested ,and isasplendid growth. 
The leaves are well grown, succulent and 
large in size, some measuring a8 much as 27 
inches in length by 13 inches in breadth, while 
the mid-rib is delicate and not coarse in con- 
dition. Inthisone of the difficulties of to- 
bacco-growing has been overcome, forif this 
portion of the leaf grows large the leaf is un- 
fitted, by want of flexibility, for its most im- 
portant use, that of rolling up for cigars. 

The plants were set out on the 16th of June, 
the seeds having been obtained from Amer- 
ica. The varieties of plants which have been 
cultivated are seventeen of the best sorts, 
including the Havana and Virginian, but 
those which appear to have flourished 
most luxuriantly are the Connecticut seed 
leaf, the yellow Pryor, the big Frederick, and 
the Glasner. The tobacco thrives, itis said, 
in valleys, and the site of the present tobacco 
garden is ina shallow depression, sufficient- 
ly sheltered from winds forthe height of the 
plants. The whole of the produce has been 
bought by Mr Cope of Liverpool, and in his 
hands the true commercial value of the Eng- 
lish-grown tobacco will be speedily ascer- 
tained. 


Henry George on City Politics, 
From ‘‘Progress and Poverty.’’ 

In all the great American cities there is to- 
dav as clearly defined aruling class as in the 
most aristocratic countries of the world. Its 
members carry wards in their pockets, make 
up the slates for nominating conventions, dis- 
tribute offices as they bargain together, and 
(though they toil not, neither do they spin) 
weur the best of raiment and spend money 
lavishly. They aremen of power, whose fa- 
vor the ambitious must court and whose 
vengeance he must avoid. Who are these 
men? The wise,the good, the learned—men 
who have earned the confidence of their fel- 
low citizens bythe purity of their lives, the 
splendor of their talents, their probity in pub- 
lic trusts, their deep study of the problemsof 
government? No; they are gamblers, saloon- 
keepers, pugilists, or worse, who have made 
a trade in controlling votes and of buying and 
selling offices and official acts. They stand to 
the government ofthese cities asthe Praetorian 
Guafds did to that ofdeclining Rume. He who 
would wear the purple, fill the curule chair or 
have the fasces carried before him must go or 
send his messengers to their camps, give them 
donations and make them promises. 


Sherman on Silver.

Senator Sherman’s Cincinnati proposition 
to put enougb more metal into the silver dollar 
to make its bullion value equal tothe gold 
dollar is meeting with much ridicule, both in 
the East and in the West, as, indeed, it de- 
servestodo. That whole question was very 
fully examined when silver was remonetized, 
and it was then determined to stand by our 
established ratio of 16 to 1. Upon Senator 
Sherman’s plan we should have to change the 
weight of the silver dollar every week or so to 
meetthe fluctuations in the silver market 
caused by Engliand’s demonetization and the 
serious trouble In her exchanges which has 
grown out of it. Our ratio is all right, and will 
breed no difficulty, provided only that we do 
not keep up the enforced coinage of silver be- 
yond the needs of the country, so as to en- 
danger the balance of the double standard. 
In that respect we must soon take a lesson 
from France, whose ratio is only 15% of silver 
to lof gold, but who has lately found it neces- 
sary to stop her silver coinage.

When Commander 
Aube reached Paris, insteadof being tried by 
court-martial, he was presented with the 
thanks and gratitude of the American nation 
for his services to Mr. Griffin, and promoted 
to the rank of Commodore. Ata later period 
he was made an admiral, and he is now Secre- 
tary of the French Navy.

If the strikers do not 
wish to injure the stock-yards and the shops 
what difference can it make to them that 
armed men pense the premises? Why not 
laugh to see the foolish owners of the property 
spending their money needlessly?’’

DR. OCTAVE PAVY. 


A Daughter in France Who Complains Bit- 
terly of a Father’s Conduct. 


A romantic story and one full of hardships 
for all its actors has come to light in regard to 
the life of the Arctic hero, the late Dr. Octave 
Pavy, who died during the Greely expedition 
to the sea of ice. 


The story is told by a young girl of 17, living 
at Vienna and signing herself Berthe Pavy. 
Briefly, it is as follows: Octave Pavy, born of 
French parents in New Orieans, was in his 
youth a student in the hospital in Paris. While 
there he attended professionally an English 
girl of 19 yours. After her recovery from along 
and dangerous iliness, he asked her to be his 
wife. His father, then a rich Southern planter, 
refused to give his consent to the union, 
which, under the French law, was invalid 
without his sanction. The young couple, ig- 
noring the wishes of the senior Pavy, lived 
together as man and wife, and upon the birth 
of a danghter on July 4, 1869, Dr. Octave Pavy 
acknowledged the child atthe Registry office 
as his own. 

In 1873 Pavy left France for América. Sev- 
erai times afterward he wrote to his family in 
France, but the only reliable information they 
received of his marriage to Lilla May Pavy of 
Missouri, which occurred in 1877, was through 
the publications aiter his death in 1884. Upon 
learning of his death and the application of 
the Missouri widow for his pay, the daughter 
then living in Vienna made application also 
through er attorneys for recognition.

Payy fully proven bequeathed all bis property, 
real, personal and mixed both in

That politics makes strange bed-fellows 
is exemplified in the commotion and con- 
fusion produced by Mr. HENRY GEORGE. 
An earnest teacher of pure free trade 
doctrines who denounces protection as & 
practical application of the most dan- 
gerous and revolutionary principles of 
Socialism, he wus nominated for Mayor of 
New York as a friend of labor by labor 
organizations that favor protection and 
reject his free-trade doctrines. At the 
same time the more rabid protection or- 
gans are denouncing Mr. GEORGE as & So- 
cialist on account of his land hobby, and 
the GEORGE movement as Socalistic and 
revolutionary because organized labor is 
its main support. 

In declaring that the taxing power 
should be used and can be used to force & 
market for labor and to provide a wage 
fund, in spite of the law of supply and de- 
mand and in spite of the natural laws of 
trade, these organs plant themselves on 
the very bed-rock of Socialistic revolution. 
They concede everything in the way of 
principle or public policy that is required 
to justify the most startling propositions 
of those who dream of reorganizing society 
upon a basis of paternal government, 
with earnings equalized and the comforts 
of life distributed equally to all by gov- 
ernment authority. 

Not even in his impracticable land 
project does Mr. GEORGE countenance any 
blow at property or any vain attempt to 
ordain an equality which nature has not 
instituted and will not maintain among 
men. He is not a dreamer, and, though 
a bold reformer with the courage of his 
opinions, is American and conservative. 
That he is labeled as a Socialist and held

REVERSING ON DOCKERY., 

The Republicans are relying on the wool 
tariff question to alienate the farmers of 
the Third District from Mr. DOCKERY, but 
will probably be disappointed. As the 
reduction of the tariff on wool was the work 
of a Congress Republican in both Houses, 
and was approved by a Republican Presi- 
dent and Secretary of the Treasury, the 
attempt by a Republican candidate to 
make capital out of the refusal of a Dem- 
ocratic House to restore the former tariff 
rate is rather too diaphanous a net to 
catch many votes in. 

And besides, Mr. DOCKERY can show 
from established facts and from the testi- 
mony of wool manufacturers that the ad- 
mission of certain foreign wools which 
we do not produce is not only 
beneficial to our home manufacturers, but 
enables them to mix with the foreign 
wools and thus use large quantities of 
American wool in the manufacture of 
fabrics which cannot be made wholly of 
American wool. The former wool tariff 
actually created and maintained an 
American market for foreign woolen fab- 
rics made wholly of foreign wool, which 
might have been displaced by American- 
made fabrics composed largely of Ameri- 
can wool. 

Moreover, Mr. DOCKERY will probably 
show the farmers that the tariff reduction 
had no more to do with the fall in the 
price of wool than with the recent rise in 
the price of wool, or with the fall in the 
price of wheat and everything else. If 
the old tariff rate had been restored that 
restoration would have been credited by 
the tariff cranks with the recent jump 
of wool from 19% to 21& cents per 
pound. But, asthe old rate was not re- 
stored, we must credit this rise, as well as 
the preceding low rate, to something be- 
sides the tariff. While the price of wool 
in this country has risen but 20 per cent 
since March, the price in Europe has gone 
up 50 per cent in the same time in countries 
where trade and industry are not crippled 


by monopoly tariffs. 
 , 

THE nomination of Mr. BuRGEss for 
Assistant Prosecuting Attorney of the 
Court of Criminal Correction imposes on 
every decent Republican in St. Louis the 
duty of voting for him in order to vindi- 
cate the sincerity of the party’s profes- 
sions.

Tobacco Started in England. 
From the London Standard. 

The attempt to grow tobacco in this country 
which has been made by Messrs. Carter, the 
great seed merchants, ona farm at Plaistow, 
in Kent, has so far proved a marked success. 
The crop, which covers an acre of ground, is 
now being harvested,and isasplendid growth. 
The leaves are well grown, succulent and 
large in size, some measuring as much as 27 
inches in length by 13 inches in breadth, while 
the mid-rib is delicate and not coarse in con- 
dition. Inthisone of the difficulties of to- 
bacco-growing has been overcome, forif this 
portion of the leaf grows large the leaf is un- 
fitted, by want of flexibility, for its most im- 
portant use, that of rolling up for cigars. 

The plants were set out on the 16th of June, 
the seeds having been obtained from Amer- 
ica. The varieties of plants which have been 
cultivated are seventeen of the best sorts, 
including the Havana and Virginian, but 
those which appear to have flourished 
most luxuriantly are the Oonnecticut seed 
leaf, the yellow Pryor, the big Frederick, and 
the Glasner. The tobacco thrives, itis said, 
in valleys, and the site of the present tobacco 
garden is ina shallow depression, sufficient- 
ly sheltered from winds forthe height of the 
plants. The whole of the produce has been 
bought by Mr Cope of Liverpool, and in his 
hands the true commercial value of the Eng- 
lish-grown tobacco will be speedily ascer- 
tained.

Sherman on Silver. 


From the Cincinnati Enquirer. 

Senator Sherman’s Cincinnati proposition 
to put enougb more metal into the silver dolfar 
to make its bullion value equal tothe gold 
dollar is meeting with much ridicule, both in 
the East and in the West, as, indeed, it de- 
serves todo. That whole question was very 
fully examined when silver was remonetized, 
and it was then determined to stand by our 
established ratio of 16 to 1. Upon Senator 
Sherman’s plan we should have to change the 
weight of the silver dollar every week or so to 
meetthe fluctuations in the silver market 
caused by Engiand’s demonetization and the 
serious trouble In her exchanges which has 
grown out of it. Our ratio is all right, and will 
breed no difficulty, provided only that we do 
not keep up the enforced coinage of silver be- 
yond the needs of the country, so as to en- 
danger the balance of the double standard. 
In that respect we must soon take a lesson 
from France, whose ratio is only 154% of silver 
to lof gold, but who has lately found it neces- 
sary to stop her silver coinage. 


Admiral Aube, 


From a Sydney Paper. 

Admiral Aube, the new Secretary of the 
French Navy, hasan interesting history. He 
was in command of the Le Seingnelay when 
Mr. Consul Griffin of this city was mobbed by 
the filibusters in Samoain 1877. The United 
States Consulate had been taken possession of 
by the filibusters, and Mr. Griffin (the Consul) 
rudely thrust from office. Admiral Aube, 


who was then a Captain in the 
French Navy, restored Mr. Grif- 
fin to power, and secured for him 


the protection of the native Government.Upon 
the arrival of the Le seingnelay at Tahiti the 
Governor-general there, disapproving of the 
proceedings of the French commander, took 
his ship from him and sent him to Paris for 
trial by court-martial. When Commander 
Aube reached Paris, insteadof being tried by 
court-martial, he was presented with the 
thanks and gratitude of the American nation 
for his services to Mr. Griffin, and promoted 
to the rank of Commodore. Ata later period 
he was made an admiral, and he is now Secre- 
tary of the French Navy.

OCTAVE PAVY. 


DR. 


A Daughter in France Who Complains Bit- 
terly of a Father’s Conduct. 


A romantic story and one full of hardships 
for all its actors has come to light in regard to 
the life of the Arctic hero, the late Dr. Octave 
Pavy, who died during the Greely expedition 
to the sea of ice. 


The story is told by a young girl of 17, living 
at Vienna and signing herself Berthe Pavy. 
Briefly, it is as follows: Octave Pavy, born of 
French parents in New Orieans, was in his 
youth a student in the hospital in Paris. While 
there he attended professionally an English 
girl of 19 yours. Alter her recovery froma iong 
and dangerous iliness, he asked her to be his 
wife. His father, then a rich Southern planter, 
refused to give his consent to the union, 
which, under the French law, was invalid 
without his sanction. The young couple, ig 
noring the wishes of the senior Pavy, lived 
together as man and wife, and upon the birth 
of a danghter on July 4, 1869, Dr. Octave Pavy 
acknowledged the child atthe Registry office 
as his own. 

In 1873 Pavy left France for America. Sev- 
erai times afterward he wrote to his family in 
France, but the only reliable information they 
received of his marriage to Lilla May Pavy of 
Missouri, which occurred in 1877, was through 
the publications aiter his death in 1884. Upon 
learning of bis death and the application of 
the Missouri widow for his pay, the daughter 


then living In Vienna made application also 
through er attorneys for recognition. 
This was not grante The will of Dr. 


Payy fully proven bequeathed all his property, 
real, personal and mixed both in 
France and America to his wife Lilla 
May Pavy, to her and her heirs forever. 
Tne daughter in the behalf of her mother has 


thatif any kind hard will heip them they 
will betruly grateful. The girl says her mother’s 
bealth is failing under her sorrow, and having 
no longer means of living in Vienna that 
they are about to remove to Paris, where their 
address will be 39 Boulevard St. Martin, care 
of Mme. Benite, In conclusion the girl suys: 
‘*It appears there is no clause in the Amerit- 


'can code to  wprotect'§ the legitimized 
ehiid of a bad, unprincipled man. How- 
ever he may have suffered before 


his terrible death in those cold, icy regions 
where so many have perished will never be 
epough, since over all my future life as well 
as the present there will hang a shame until 
some good man siall be willing to give me bis 
name, so that I may forget the hated one 
of my father.’’ The aid referred to as refused 
by the American code is a pension of $17 per 
month issued to Mrs Lilla May Pavy. 

Mrs. Lilla May Pavy, the American widow of 
Dr. Pavy, is well known in St. Louis. She is 
now in New York preparing an account of her 
husband's adventures for a monthly periodi- 
cal, She knew of his relations with the French 
woman and had mentioned it to her friends.

The Mayor and the Council on the Road to 
prison, When They are Rescued by City 
Treasurer Flanniges—A Curious Story Told 
by Mayor Joyce and Vouched for by Others 
_Money Borrowed and Scrip Bought Un- 
der Peculiar Circumstances. 


rast evening Mr. Alexander Flannigen, the 

City Treasurer of East St. Louis, went up to 
springfield to pay by. order of the United 
states Court a judgment of $3,000 in the case 
of John F. Zebly against the city. Before his 
departure Mr. Flannigen informed a POST- 
PIsPATCH reporter that the amount necessary 
not being to the city’s credit in the treasury, 
ne was forced to borrow it from the school 
fund, for unless the judgment was paid the 
Mayor and Councilmen would have to go to 
jail for contempt. Borrowing money from the 
schoo! fund to pay off acity judgment was an 
npusnal proceeding, and the reporter asked 
why such action was required. 

“Well, I guess it’s about time that the way 
the people of East St. Louis have been treated 
should become known,’’ was Mr. Flannigen’s 
repiy, ‘‘andif you will come up to my office 
J will tell you and show you some things that 
willopen your eyes.’” The reporter accom- 
panied him, and when Mr Fiannigen had 
taken apumber of books and packages con- 
taining scrip warrants out of his safe, he said: 
“You ask me the reason why there is no 
money in the treasury to pay this Zebly judg- 
ment. I willtell you. It is because the city’s 
money has been misused. I do not ask you to 
believe the charge which it conveys without 
proof. The proof is here in these 
pooks of my predecessor, Mr. Launtz. 
As you welt know, the County Court has re- 
strained us from collecting about $30,000 of 
this year’s taxon account of the illegality of 
the levy, but notwithstanding the great in- 
convenience occasioned by having that large 
sum withheld, if Mr. Launtz had acted as he 
should have done in handling the city’s funds, 
there would be no necessity now of borrowing 

$3,000 from the school fund to pay a city judg- 
ment. That what I say is true his own books 
are the best evidence. 1 find,’’ continued 
Mr. Flannigen, opening one of the books and 
showing each entry as he progeeded to the 
reporter, ‘‘that Mr. Launtz pald 
Mr. Mortimore Millard $3,778.10 on 
an old claim, withont a voucher. 


This action I need nottell you was unlawful, 
for you know that city warrants were drawn 
against the whole approvriation of 1885, and 
the money which Mr. Millard received was out 
ofthe funds collected that year.

A TECHNICAL CONVENTION. 


Roadmasters in Session — Members in At- 
tendance and Subjects Discussed. 


The Roadmasters’ Association of America 
met this morning in the ordinary of the Lin- 
dell Hotel. It was aconvention of technical- 
ism, tangents,degrees, guard rails,elevations, 
stiff rails, frogs, points, toes, heels and 


other burning questions were introduced in 
such profusion that the lay mind was lost in the 
chaos of technical ignorance. Unlike most 
conventions, the members are there for busi- 
ness. Few roadmasters reside in St. Louis. 
None of the few are presentin the convention. 
Most roadmasters employed on railroads cen- 
tering in St. Louis reside at division points on 
those roads. In consequence there is no local 
contingent to extend hospitality. The railroad 
managers usually offer some courtesy, but no 
such tenders have been offered this convention 
as yet. This morning the committee on ‘‘ Foot 
Guards,’’ which was expected to report, failed 
to do 80, astwo members could not agree to 
sign a report prepared by Chairman Preston, 
and did not prepare areport setting forth 
their own views. As the subject has been 
in their handstwo years, the committee was 
discharged and the matter was referred toa 
new stunding committee on that and kindred 
subjects. The standing committee was ap- 
pointed as follows: O. E. Jones, F. X. Galar- 
neau, 8.

In 
the court this morning she claimed that he 
had called her vile names and used very bad 
language in speaking to her, but, while ad- 
mitting having gunrreled with her, the de- 
fendant denied heving called her any vile 
names or using any bad language, that being 
done by adrunken woman who was there at 
the time raising a disturbance. 
THE ROMANCE OF THE CASE 

was developed when the woman and Fivan 
were questioned in regard tothe child. Mrs. 
Conners Said that on Christmas evening in the 
yeur 1881 aman and woman came to her door 
and asked herifshe wanted to take a child. 
They told her the parents of the little 
one had left her with them, butthey did not 
cure to keep it any longer, infact they could 
notaffordto keep it. It was a bitter cold 
night, and she thought it terrible to have 
a child exposea_ to such weather, 
and to be without a home. Stil 
ashe did not feel that she ad 
a right to take it without first consulting her 
husband, and sheso told the manand wo- 
man. They said they had teft the girl at the 
Union Dep t and would return later to see 
her about it. They came back again and 
had the child with them. There 
was something in the little one’s 
face that touched Mrs. Conners to 
the heart and she was determined to have her. 
Turn it out in the cold she could not, and at 
the risk of displeasing her husband, she took 
the child in. The man and woman who 
brought it left her doorand she never saw 
them again. Who they were she never 
lettned; and why they came to her with 
the gil she could not imagine. Her husband 
interposed no objection to her keeping the 
child and from that day tothisit has been an 
inmate of their house and while they had not 
adopted it, the girl had always been regarded 
and treated as one of the family. The wit- 
ness had formed a strong attachment for 
her and naturally did not wish 
to now lose her. Furthermore the witness did 
not believe the defendant to be the girl’s 
brother. 

Judge Cady fined Flynn $10, but after Court 
heard bis story and determined to remit the 
fine and release him. Fiynn said that some 
years ago their family lived here and 
consisted of the father and mother, 
his brother, named John, and a (MIit- 
tle sister called Nellie. Eivht years 
azo his father died and two years later his 
mother followed him to the grave. At the 
time she died he was South working as asteam- 
boat fireman and his brother John was also 
away from home, the little girl being 
left alone on the death of the mother. 
What had become of his brother 
he did not know as he had not seen him for 
years. Onthe death of the mother the little 
girl was taken by

later she died and he lost all track of 
the child, He had about given up aill 
hopes of ever seeing her again, when 
three years ago he returned here to live, run- 
ning on a bout that plys between St. Louis and 
the South. Shortly after his return he saw a 
little girl at Mrs. Conners’ house, which he 
immediately recognized as his long lost sister.

THE HADDOCK TRAGEDY. 


An Eye Witness Who Will Identify the 
Guilty Man. 


Sioux City, Io., October 12.—The fact has 
leaked out that while Attorney Wood and Mr. 
Hill were on Leavitt's trailand inducing him 
to make a statement regarding the Haddock 
murder case, Chief of Police Stanley and his 
subordinates have been zealously running 
down another important line of prosecution. 
Three weeks ago they succeeded in overhaul- 


ing and placing under restraint an eye-witness 
of the murder, who was in no way concerned. 
He is an outsider who happened to see 
the crowd waiking down to where it 
was intended to meetand assault Haddock and 
fell in with it out of curiosity. He actually 
saw the assassination and, it is said, wili iden- 
tify the guilty man. He has made a deposition 
now in possession of the city authorities, set- 
ting forth the manner of the crime and with- 
holding, it is understood, the name of the per- 
petrator until the trial or the Grand-jury in- 
vestigation occurs, to corroborate his state- 
ments, which in the main agree with those of 
Leavitt, It became necessary to secure a 
second leading witness, and with this purpose 
in view Officer Nelon set outon the track of 
Aibert Keschiske, alias Bismarck, one of the 
two Germans who were hired by George Trei- 
ber to attack Haddock. 

As already announced in press dispatches, 
Nelon captured ‘‘Bismarck,’’ Sunday in Cali- 
fornia, where he was luxuriating with plenty 
of funds and under an assymed name. It is 
conjectured that Nelon would have disclosed 
the fact of the arrest unless his prisoner had 
eonfessed. The moment Leavitt was making 
his confession at Chicago, warrants were be- 
Ing secretly sworn out here by the officers on 
the other branch of the investigation for the 
arrest of identically the same men implicated 
by Leavitt.

FURIOUS FLAMES. 


Great Destruction of Property by Prairie 
Fires in Dakota. 


Farco, Dak., October 12.—Prairie fires the 
past few days have swept over the greater part 
of McIntosh County in the Missouri Valley, 
destroying hay and grain, houses and barns, 
and leaving scores of settlers destitute, with 
nothing to carry them through the long winter. 
Prairie fires have been unusually numerous 
and destructive in the Red River Valley the 

ast few weeks, owing to the luxuriant vege- 
fedion and long-continued drouth. It is esti- 
mated that $150,000 worth of property has 
been destroyed in three or four river 
counties, generally on large farms. 
In the high winds, the ordinary fire breaks 
have not been effective. Last. Saturday in 
Steel County, Jacob Lange losta barn, gran- 
ary and 35,000 bushels of wheat. The sheriff of 
Cass County lost 500 tons of hay; F. W. Job of 
Alton, Ill., one thousand bushels of wheat, 
and hundreds of others similar losses. The 
drouth is without precedent since the settie- 
ynent of the country, and many of the streams, 
including the Red and James,are so low that it 
is feared that they will freeze to the bottom 
this winter and cause great trouble,as many of 
the towns and stock farms are dependent upon 
them for water.

She belongs to the flesh and 
blood which makes a kinship of all of us. 
Necesearily the rest is artificial and beyond 
the limits of intelligent delusion. The quality 
that stands uppermost in it prevents it 
from accepting or receiving the same 
criticism as a play that deals with Ordinary in- 
cidents and has its foundation inthe human 
possibilities. As aseries of stage tableaus it 
probably has no superior. Everything in and 
around it is pictorial, and among all the 
charming splendors and awing vastities of his 
surroundings, the mostagreeable and pleasing 
of all the pictures presented is Claudian him- 
self.

divided againstitself. Mrs. Paran Stevens has 
hopelessly broken with Mrs. J. Brown Potter 
and is far from satisfied at the social results of 
her outlay. Another well-known lady finds 
her liberality inthe matter of millinery has 
been entirely thrown away. Moreover, there 
is a story of a diamond  neck- 
lace and A check afloat which 
causes considerable and wholly justifiable 
annoyance to her and the Prince of Wales, 
who very properly feels that he has been made 
a dupe of by his new friends. Mrs. Mackay is 
much perturbed at the untoward turn which 
things have taken. It is scarcely probable 
that the argentiferous splendor of the big 
bonanza will ever again assume formidable 
proportions at Buckingham gate. The Prince, 
Iam delighted to learn, is likely to be more 
carefulin future as to whom he champions.

SIR CHARLES DILKE. 

Sir Charles Dilke does not suffer from any 
lack of candid friends who assure him that 
England is not big enough for him, and who 
recommend some portions of Great Britain as 
affording eligible and spacious residences 
suitable to gentlemen in difficulties. In one 
or another of the colonies, itis urged, he 
might begin a new political career. One of 
the South American Republics has even been 
suggested. Far better advice would be that 
he should return to his French cottage near 
Toulon and there complete his history of the 
Nineteenth Century, which he is understood 
to have projected, and to which as a states- 
man he is not likely, for the present 
atleast, to make any further contributions.

Sir Richard Burton, the world-renowned 
traveler, now in his 66th year, is thinking of 
resigning his consulship at Triesteand of re- 
tiring into private life. Trieste is unhealthy. 
A man who for forty-four years has served his 
country in all the four quarters of the globe, 
generally carrying his life in his hand, who 
has gone through extraordinary dangers and 
en exceptional feats of valor, whose 
inguistic acquirements have enabled hin to 
surmount difficulties which no less gifted man 
could bave accomplished, is surely entitled, 
like the hunted hare, to return here and to die 
at home at last. Not that ‘‘Dick’’ khurton 
means to die, for he is as tough as hickory, 
but it should be his country’s care that his 
latter days are passed in something more than 
ease.
